The orders, which constituted the 
irst major step toward placing Ger- 


n Jews in ghettos, banned them 


rom all theatres, motion picture 
ouses, concert halls and museums, 
'hey were forbidden to appear in 
he Dculschland 
Halle, the huge 


ports pa last or at the Reich sport 
ield. 


Similarly they were banned from 


all public and private bathing re- 
sorts or from the square of the no- 
tional war shrine, 


The regulations also banned Jews 


from 
the Wilhelmstrasse between 


the Leipzigerstrasse and the Unter 
Den Linden. 


County Helldorf, the police chief, 


proclaimed: 


"Effective Dec, 6, Jews of German 


citizenship or those who are state- 
less must not use streets 
squares, 


parks or buildings on which the ban 
is proclaimed. 


"Jews found in prohibited areas or 


institutions after Dec. 6 will be pun- 
ished. 
Jews Jiving in banned areas 


must obtain special permits." 


Areas to which the ban applies in- 


clude the Olympic stadium and all 
athletic training grounds.
